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Jeremy Eaton's A Sleepyhead Tale impressed me 
enough to write him and request this interview. 
That was a couple of years ago. He changed style 
with the subsequent Headless Tales in which the 
on-going serial was narrated only by the charac- 
ters hand gestures and body english. 

Unfortunately, Eaton's work is no longer car- 
ried in the L.A. Reader. Hopefully it is some- 
where. 

A Sleepyhead Tale still strikes me as very 
powerful and subtle parables on our culture. 
Eaton's beautiful and eloquent Tales tell an 
ironic story of life in the 90s. 

In this interview, Eaton tells us about how he 
got started in the syndicated comic business and 





how you can too. He also reveals what a nice guy 
he is, but you will find aa. beEWeen the lines.

1. How old are you? 
I'm 26 years old. 

2. Where were you born? 
England. 


4. Art School? College? 

Nothing like that. Just doing it for myself. Year after year. 
6. Did you collect comic books? Which ones? Collect anything else? 

My first American comics weee those sold in plastic bags, three to a pack, at 
KOA camper's shops, next to the minature soaps and disposable toothbrushes. Titles 
like STRANGE TALES, JUNGLE ACTION, THE INVADERS, KAMANDI, WAR OF THE WORLDS and... 
umm...oh, many others. I read them in the back seat of the car on long trips, 
traced my favorite figures, put new costumes on them. Pretty normal stuff. This 
was all back in the 1970's, of course, with The Osmonds and The Jackson 5 bubble 
gum cards, Wacky Packages, those little, bug-eyed parachuting toys, the "fuck you" 
cover of MAD magazine, banana seats and popping wheelies... 


7. Were you/are you into "punk" music? What kind of music do you like? What was 
the last record/CD you bought? 


Throughout the late seventies and or a 
early eighties I was too stupid and too ae 
shy to no tice. I knew the names of some og IT

obscure bands but not their music. But, I 
did once hitch a ride on a potato truck 
into London to see the BAD BRAINS. If music 
doesn't inspire my mind, it sweetens my 
tongue. I'd be embarrassed to divulge my 
tancies. 

8. What jobs did you have before you broke 
into “cartoonist"? 

Ohh...many silly things...bicycle mess- 
enger, clown, artist's model, sign painter, 
children's storyteller, puppeteer, staff 
illustrator at a newspaper and..well...I 
was a “giant” Andrew Carnegie, making ay 
appearences at various museum functions. 

A lot of hot and bothersome things. 





9. Is “cartoonist” a title you accept? Is there a title you prefer? Like "Graphic 
Novel" vs. comic book, is a rose by any other name just as sweet? 

I strive to become a cartoonist. Yes. A "cartoonist". This may sound goofy, 
but at this stage I feel like I am really just illustrating ay stories. Cartooning 
is a massive language I am begining to learn, in bits and pieces. 

10. How did you break into a syndicated comic? Do you distribute it yourself? 
How do you do it?! Is the pay 0.K.? Worth it? 

It's hell, John, REAL hell. Sometimes. Other times it's the best fucking thing 
in the world to me. It's always worth it in the end though. Always. I didn't have 
any great moment of inspiration and I didn't have to pass any life-threatening 
audition. A Sleepyhead Tale exists in it s own little way purely because one per- 
son wanted it to. I started by working up a batch of about ten #298 strips, this 
took about four months, maybe five. I didn't have any addresses at the time, didn't 
know where to send it, other than the Village Voice. I called their art director 
and learned that there was such a thing as the A.A.N. (This is the Association 
of Alternative Newsweeklies, their address is 52 0 Hampshire St. San Francisco, CA 
94110. If you have a strip and feel ready to go, write to them and tell them your 
objectives and ask for their latest membership roster). So, with my list of about 
sixty newspapers printed on a weekly basis in North America, I started stuffing 
envelopes and awaited any replies. I was once told that for every one hundred sub- 
missions sent out, you will be lucky to receive one positive response. Does quality 
have anything to do with this? The answer terrifies me. Don't even THINK aboutthe 
mental competency on the receiving end of your submission, just PERSEVERE. Don't 
stop and your chances won't either. When it first happens and you suddenly find 
yourself having to produce a weekly cartoon, then you quickly learn a system and 
you get down to it. You'll have to communicate with editors and such, so don't 
become a vegetable with a drawing table. Make your deadlines comfortable and find 
the best way of getting your work there safely. Recently, I've shouldered the 
extra expense of over-nighting my work. The U.S. Mail sometimes puts deep creases 
we my sheets. I've lost my faith there and try to stay away from it as much as 

can. 

The money earned from this cartooning is purely based upon momentum. To start 
with, you shouldn't expect to earn very much. I earn little more than one hundred 
dollars a month. Yes, a MONTH. I have earned as little as eight dollars a strip 
and as much as fifty dollars. The rules just don't exist. Expect everything and 
everything will be expected. I manage financially by currently living at my par- 
ent's house and by doing one or two newspaper illustrations each month. But, 
with me, the inspiration does not come from the potential bags of money beyond 
the horizon. I cartoon because there is nothing else I can do at this time. I 
guess I lied about this being a real "hell", heck, when you don't have any choice 
about it, life is EASY! I rarely take a day off and when I do I begin to itch to 
get back to my work. Initially, this was a choice that I made, but...now...sooner 


you ask me to chop off my left arm than to quit cartooning/storytelling. I guess 
I'm just sick. 


11. What size is the original work? 

My originals are about 11" wide by 13" deep. I can't go any larger than that 
because I send out photocopies to the newspapers and most copiers won't take an 
original wider than 11". 

12. Who all carries A Sleepyhead Tale? If my Chicago friends want to see it... 

It currently runs in the SAN DIEGO READER and the LOS ANGELES READER. It has 
also appeared in the first two issues of BUZZ, a comic magazine put out by Kitchen 
Sink Press. It ran in a paper out of the Boston area, but that paper died very 
quickly. A Sleepyhead Tale in the Chicago Reader? I wouldn't mind it. They've 
yet to take a bite. I guess you'd have to write to the editor and just DEMAND it. 
Who knows?

I don't care WHAT sort of comics 
you are drawing, you can learn from Jack Kirby. Also Roy Crane (building a con- 
sistent reality, a sense of atmosphere, his subtly), Tom Dougherty ( who never 


ignores the truth of the human figure, 
but knows when to lie about it), Ronald 
Searle (letting your hair down and letting 
the ink flow), umm...Robert Crumb, of 
course,(for all those sweat beads, tear 
drops and other things)and others I'm sure 
I'm forgetting just..oh, yeah, and Wally 
Wood and Bill Elder (soundeffects and that 
ethereal language of cartoon action).

I am writing constantly, but at the moment it's all unconstructed phrases 
and ideas and chunks of dialogue. One day I'll bring it all together. The ill- 
ustrations that I do for various newspapers are usually an interesting diversion, 
but I do feel a need for something completely non-structured. I used to make 
painfully horrible homemade recordings but that has stopped. I sometimes do get 
the time to make doll-like sculptures from discarded plastic. Painting is some- 
thing I have never done, but the interest never goes away. 
21. How far do you see this going? Sleepy-sponsored Nintendo games? Bootleg T- 
shirts? Molded plastic battery operated Tooth brush? Do you want to do it 
as long as possible or want to get into other things? . 

No products please. Please? I think the cartoon is enough in that regard. 
At the moment, this is my outlet for the stories that I want to tell. Who knows 


what may change? Will the pictures become redundant? Will the words? Will it all? 
I'm glad that I don't know.

And I can't imagine trusting my stories and characters to anyone but 
myself. It just wouldn't work. I know I'd regret it. 

23. How is Sleepyhead being received now? 

I hear very little from the outside. Doing a short interview like this is quite 
a "stepping out" for me, believe it or not. 

24. Do you have trouble coming up with ideas? Do you get most from newspapers,TV? 

No. I'm actuadly afraid of having too many ideas and losing the better ones in 
the pile. The input comes from anywhere and everywhere, but what I rely upon is 
the filter in my head that distills it all. 

25. (Most cliched...) Do you have advice for people interested in entering the 
comic/cartoon arena? 

Well...I don't want to sound presumptuous...I'm a novice whos just finding 
his legs, but there is ONE thing I have to stress and that is PERSEVERANCE. It's 
essential. Unless, of course, you happen to land smack into the nation's warm 
embrace with your first doodle, a situation I can't even ponder. The blood drains 
from my body. Other than perseverance, I'd suggest finding out just WHAT a cartoon 
is, WHY it is, so that you can ask yourself if it's really a necessary thing for 
you to do. I don't think that a cartoonist is someone who can draw a funny face 
and I don't think that a cartoonist is someone who can tell a funny joke. That's 
a@ caricaturist and a comedian. A cartoonist is something else completely. I guess 


that's about it...oh..one little thing, find yourself a hard, straight-backed 
chair. You're posture will be the better for it. 
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26. Politically, does voting make a difference? Are you registered to vote? 
Anarchist? Commie? 

I'm a resident alien in this country and I'm afraid that means I don't have 
a vote. What can I say? My principles are in my backyard. 
27. What is most important in your life? 

My self. (that's two words). 


Well, John, that's about it, I'll have to bail out at this point, it's been 
fun, quite extensive questions, hope I'm not too boring of a person. Oh, you 
did also ask for a physical description of myself, right?

AN LNTERVLEW WITH ERNEST MANN ‘tL WAS ROBOT" 
but 

Ernest Mann dropped out of "FREE I GOT" 
society,after amassing a nest 
egg, at the age of 42 in 1969. 

He's grown to see things from a different per- 

spective since then. He wrote about his views 

in his Little Free Press for over a decade and 

developed what he calls the Priceless Economic 

System (PES). The PES is like what the natives 
of this land were doing before white men came - 
bartering, trading, volunteering work. 

Mann has written two books now which are comp- 
ilations of the best of the Little Free Press. 
First is I Was Robot and I interviewed him about 
this book some time ago. His latest book, Free 
I Got, continues his stories of living by his 
wits and wisdom. These volumes are both docu- 
ments of his economic theories and diaries of 
his living by his word. 


@. 1. You mention that reading is living vicariously -- does this opinion apply to fiction” 
Non fiction? Your own book? 


A. I think it may apply mostly to fiction. However there are fiction stories from which 
we learn. Some authors have the ability to throw in a little meat here and there with 
their fiction. I enjoy reading good science fiction authors. I am not yet disciplined 
enough to make 100% efficient use of my time (life). Perhaps our minds need to get away 
from our work once in a while to keep from burning-out. But to live ones entire life in 
reading, naturally prevents one from experiencing life first hand. 


@. 2. Why did you decide to work for the Republican party after a life of Democratic at- 
filiation? Do you now think that there is a difference between the two? 


A. I thought that mostly rich guys belonged to the Republican Party and that I might 
be able to help make change better there. Now I believe both parties are Caesar’s Cir- 
cuses, i.e., diversions, to make people think they control Government and keep them too 
busy fighting political battles to notice that they are slaves. When you take pay -- you 
must obey! 


Q. 3. Are we living in a democracy? 


A. No. We all live in countries governed by dictatorships. There are many thinking 
people who believe that these dictatorships are controlled by a few super-rich interna- 
tional families that use the dictators (sometimes referred to euphemistically as Presidents, 
Kings, etc.) as "front men" (& women) and scapegoats. 


Q. 4. Is there a reason to vote? Does it help or make a difference? 


A. No! It does not matter who gets elected. The super-rich control them all. The 
"voting diversion" keeps our little minds too occupied to even consider trying to discover 
or design a better system. 


Q. 5. What is your feeling about "Anarchists?" Does that group have any relation to your 
concept of Priceless Economics? 


A. Most Anarchists talk mainly about doing without Government or "smashing the state.” 
I don’t see a need for any kind of government or even “representatives” in the Priceless 
Economic System (PES). The general public (with the aid of the mass media) look at Anar- 
chists as bomb throwing fanatics. That is not what I am. Anarchy is such a loaded word 
that I try not to use it much or be associated with it. Few Anarchists go into detail on 
how their economic system would work after The Revolution. Most of them don’t mention 


whether or not they will use money. I don’t see a need for a Revolution to make the 
change-over. 


Q@. 6 On page #101 of I WAS ROBOT you lay out the design of a consumer not buving so 
that stores order less so that factories produce less. This sounds like a text book recipe 
for an economic recession or depression. Is that intentional? Any comments? 


A. It would be a boycott that industrialists would understand. They would either re- 
claim and recycle ALL of their industrial waste and thereby stop polluting, or they would 
go broke. The super-rich families would lose their money and their POWER. Do you sup- 
pose they would let that happen? Or would they knuckle-in and stop polluting? Sup- 
posing all factories closed down. Then in order to survive we would have to try some- 
thing else. We might even try the thousands of years old system of sharing, i.e., the 
PES. It was used world-wide until the barter and money system was invented. 


Q@. 7. It seems that you expect a change over to people working for free and receiving 
goods for free to happen virtually overnight. Is PES possible if it happens gradually? 


A. I think people with expertise in "people motivation,” (like big advertising agency 
people) could change the whole world into the PES within one year if they were focused 
in a "Crash Program". The PES is already partly happening in my own life and in others 
already. As more people get in the act it will progress faster. Someone may come along 
with some fresh new ideas that will cause it to make the quantum leap to where everyone 
will demand it. But in the meantime those of us who are practicing it, as much as we can, 
are living much better lives than before. I give my product (LFP newsletter) free of 
charge. This gives me more control over the how, when, where, what, why and who of mj 
work and my life. 


Q@. 8. Who seems to be our best president of the United States so far? Any? 
A. How can any “front man" for the slavemasters be considered good? 


@. 9. Was there ever a society who "did it right?" What do you think of the natives of 
this country (Indians) (then and now)? 


“A. Certainly not recently. History records only what the victors want people to be- 
lieve. But there are some hints. Farley Mowat’s book, PEOPLE OF THE DEER tells us some 
of the old Eskimo legends which sound like they had an Utopia before the Furopeans and 
Asians found them. Someone else wrote that about the South Sea Islanders. Similar in- 
formation has been reported about the American Indians’ ancient culture. It has been 
very difficult for the conquered natives of all lands to survive, and perhaps impossible to 
maintain their old peaceful culture in the midst of a barbaric one. Let's face it. War is 
barbaric. What does that make American leaders today” Who but timid sheep would allow 
barbaric leaders to continue. Shall we remain sheep? 


Q. 10. How did vou decide on the newsletters you wanted to put in your book ? 


A. I chose the ones with the least repetition and ones that I thought might be the most 
useful for the readers. 


Q@. 11. Do you have any books or reading that you would like to recommend? 


A. Yes. SUBLIMINAL SEDUCTION by Wilson Bryan Key. This book points out a good 
reason to avoid the mass media. But as for a book that points out the "prime cause” of 


our problems and a logical solution -- I haven't seen one yet, except for, I WAS ROBOT, of 
course. 
Q. 12. What kind of music do you like? You mention “marching music. " What would that 


be? What about political folk music like Bob Dylan? What about “Punk” music” 


A. I don’t have the time to listen to other people’s music. I sometimes hum some happy 
old tune when I'm alone. In public I sometimes whistle, “Where have all the flowers gone.” 
Someday I hope to get the time to listen to inspiring classical music to see if it will en-

hance my thinking. There is just too much to do, if we wish to save our space-ship 
Earth, so I don’t wish to be distracted by music.

I keep finding more ways to stretch what 
little I have left, so I don’t think I will have to. , 


Q. 16. Any Quick opinions on Bush handling Persian Gulf War? The media’s coverage? 


A. Bush is only an actor reading a script that was ordered by the powers that be. A 
puppet is not worth talking about. 


The mass media is just another puppet from the same mold. 
Q. 17. Any thing else you would like to say? 


A. Believe little that you get from the mass media. Focus your time (life) on getting 
out from under the yoke (mortgages and rent).
